The  Theme 
"Mardi  Gras"  received  exciting  response,  for  this  added  the  last  touch  of  color  to  our 
junior  year. 

The  door  to  this  year  was  sealed  with  Brenda  Mason's  achieving  highest  academic 
honors. 

For  three  years  now,  Ligon's  halls  have  offered  bright  new  gateways  for  its  inhab- 
itants. These  corridors  have  nurtured  energetic  ninth  graders  over  the  years,  to  become 
wise,  responsible  men  and  women  of  the  present  age.
